We believe that the wording ''nor shall this section 
authorize action against any club license issued pursuant 
to Article 4, Chapter 3, Division 9 of this Code because of 
discriminatory membershi olicy’ would permit discrimina- 
tion On the basis of race, color, religion, ancestry, and 
national origin in club membership policies when the origin- 
al purpose of such an amendment was to exempt membership 


policies of male and female clubs holding liquor licenses 
from the provisions of the bill. 


As an alternative to this amendment, we suggest 
language to accomplish the following intent: 


"Nothing in this section shall be interpreted to re- 
quire non-discrimination on the basis of sex by private 
fraternal or sororal clubs,holding alcoholic beverage 
licenses, in their membership policies." 


We urge you to reconsider the amendment offered by the 
Attorney General's office, and allow us an opportunity to 
determine if we can obtain support from the conference com- 
mittee for our suggested alternative. |
